The motion carried by four votes, Mayor Miller present but not voting.

MR, ROEBERT POTTS, and a neighborhood cormittee, submitted a petition,
stating the signers desired to cooperate emong themselves to clean out, dredge,
end beautify all of the area 1n question; but as private cltizens, they lacked
the forces, equimment, and engineering ebility to plan and prosecute work of
this nature; but each pledged his pro rata share to raise $1,000 to pay to the
City, and asked that the city forces be used to clean out, restore, and beautify
the creek and pond in Shoal Creek between West L9th Street and Rancock Drilve.
The Mayor thanked the group, who, besides being taxpayers, were willlng to pay
for the good of their neighborhood, and stated that the Counecil would make a
personal inspection of the whole area. He sald he did not known how far this
$1,000 would go toward the ultimnte job, but a check would be made with the
Director of Public Works. Councilman Bechtol, complimented the group for its
attitude, ’

The Mayor recognized DAN CASEY, Explorer Scout, who was visiting the
Council, and who stated he was interested in conservation, and also ih the
petition for providing for the clearing of Shoal Creek.

$16.00 a foot. He explained the contract, end the type of construction and
pumber of days set out to do the Job. The Mayor asked that this information
be submitted in writing.

Councilman Palmer suggested
a 45 mile speed 1limit. The Mayor asked that city-limit signs be placed on
Riverside Drive, As to the spced limit, the matter was referred to the Traffic
Engineer to make a study toward increasing the speed from 30 miles to 45 miles
per hour,

THAT the City Council of the City of Austin hereby approves es a filling
station site the property located at the southeast corner of the intersection
of Anderson lane and Woodrow Avenue, which property fronts 139.25 feet on Ander-
son Iane end 148.86 feet on Woodrow Avenue, being lmown as Lot 23, Block 1 of
Crestview Addition, Section 12 in theCity of Austin, Travis County, Texas, end
hereby authorizes the said CrestviewHame Builders, Incorporated to construct,
maintein, and operate 4 drive-in gasoline £illing station and to construct curbs,
ramps, and sidewvalks in conjunction therewith subject to the same belng con-
structed in complianée with all ordinences releting thereto, end further subject
to the foregoing attached recommendations and plans. The Building Inspector is
hereby authorized to issue an occupancy permit for the operatlon of this filling
station after full compliance with all the provisions of this resolution, and
said permission shall be held to be granted end eccepted to ell necessary,
reasonable and proper, present and future regulations end ordinances of the
City of Austin, Texes, in the enforcement of the proper Police, Traffic and
Fire regulations; and the right of revocation is retained, if after hearing it
15 found by the City Council that the sald Crestview Home Builders, Incorporated,
has failed and refused and will continue to fail and refuse to perform any such
conditions, regulations, and ordinances.

"We, the undersigned, have considered the applicatlon of Crestiview Home
Puilders, Incorporated, for pemission to construct, mazintain, and operate a
drive-in gesoline f£illing station and to construct commereial driveweys in con-
Junction therewith upon the property located at the southeast corper of the
intersection of Anderson Lane and Woodrow Avenue, which property fronts 139.25
feet on Anderson lane and 148.86 feet on Woodrow Avenue, being known as Lot 23,
Rlock 1 of Crestview Addition, Section 12 in the City of Austin, Travis County,
Texas, and the property upon which this £illing station 1s to be located 1s
owned by Crestview Eae Bullders, Incorporated, and 1s under least to Texaco,
Incorporated. We hereby advise that the followlng conditions exist.

"The property upon which this f£illing station is to be located is
designated as Ceneral Retall upon the zoning maps of the City of Austin.

"All drainage, naturel or otherwise, from this f£illing station is to dbe
dispored of in such & manner that such drainage will not flow across the slde-
wolk erea into the street, and furthermore, shall not create a nuisance to
others in the neighborhood. It 1s understood that the disposal of such drainage
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shall be entirely the responsibility of the property owner. Any waste connec-
tion to & storm sewer which empites into an open drainageway shall be discon-
tinued, if the waste becomes a nulsance or damages eny property or rights of
others 1n the vicinity of the open drainageway.

"We recormend that Crestview Home Builders, Incorporated, be granted
pernission to comstruct, maintain, end operate said drive-in gasoline filling
station and to construct curbs, ramps and sidewalks in conjunction therewith
subJect to the following conditions.

"(1) That ell buildings and equirment shall be placed inside of the
property line; correct lines to be obtalned before construction starts or
equipment is installed. lines and grades to be obtained from the Department
of Public Works for entrances and driveways; bullding lines to be approved by
the City Building Inspector. That the applicasnt shall confer with the Department
of Public Works as to future grades of the sidewalks and gutters on the edjacent
streets before he starts eny construction relative to the £illing stetion.

"(2) That only underground tanks shall be used, and that all pumps shall
be 8o located that it will be impracticable to service motor vehicles therefrom
while said motor vehicles are standing on any part of a sldewnlk, street, or
elley.

"(3) That the gasoline tanks, pumps, and all equifment used in connection
wvith the storage and handling of gasoline ghall be an epproved type and shall
bear the label of Underwriters laboratories, Inc., and that all construction of
the filling station improvements shall be in accordance with the Building
Ordinance, the Zoning Ordinance, the Filling Station Ordinance, and in accordance
with the ordinance prohibiting the disposal of comercial water or olls upon the
City Streets.

"(4) That the-grades of the station shall be such that no waste water
or olls or eny floor washings shall ever pass over the City sidewnlk area and
that all of said o0ils and water sghall be concentrated into a combined grease
end sand Egap which shall be constructed in accordance with our standard plan
2 - H - 146,

"(5) That all £illing station improvements, pump islands, drivewnys,
remps, gutters, sidewalks, and curbs shall be constructed of concrete at the
expense of the applicant as set forth upon the plan, hereto attached, which
plan bears the Department of Public Works file numder 2 - H - 1789.

"(6) Expansion joints shall be constructed as shown upon the plan,
hereto attached, marked 2 - H = 1789 and shall be of the premoulded type.

"(7) Wwhen the owner considers that he has complied with all the
requirements of the City 6f Austin for f£1lling stations, he shall apply for a
Tinal inspection, end upon approval, the Building Inspector shall issue a Certi-
fication of Operation before such f£illing station can be put into service.

THE Southern Union Gas Company is hereby put upon notice that the City
of Austin does not guarantee that the space assigned sbove is clear from other
underground utilities, but is based upon the best records we have at hand, and
that the minimm depth etated does not have any reference to the fact that
greater depths may not be required at special points, When the Southern Union
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Gas Company requires definite information upon the ground as to elevatlions or
working points from which to base the location of their assignments, they shall
apply to the Department of Public Works not legs than three (3) days before such
information is required. The Southern Union Gas Company is further put upon
notice that they will be required to bear the expense of repairs or replacement
of any underground utility damaged during the construction of lines named in
this resolution.

AND THAT whenever pavement is cut in the vicinity of a fire plug, water
must be used at intervnls during the course of backfilling of the ditches.

THAT the work and leying of sald gas mains, including the excavation in
the streets, and the restoration and mnintensnce of said streets after said
mains have been laid, shall be under the supervision and direction of the City
Manager and under ell the pertinent terms end conditions of the certain fran-
chises granted to said company by the City of Austin.

The motion, seconded by Councilman White, carrled py the followlng vote:

MR, FRANK BARRON came before the Council in the interest of exchanging
property which he owned on Airport Boulevard end 38} Street for city property
at 34th end Shoal Creek. The Council discussed this exchange, and stated it
would make a personal inspection of the two pieces of property.

The City Maonager stated he received & letter from the Fecan Springs
Christian Church requesting that a tract of land on Rogge lane between the old
Manor Road and Springdale Road be annexed. He referred to s previous request
from enother Church for annexation, which request was not granted at that time,
It was his recommendation that ennexation of these properties would be premature
DOW,

The City Monager submitted a schedule of functions at the Auditorium.

The City Manager referred to the followling letter:

"Dear Council Members:
"In conformity with the provisions of the Charter of the City ofAustin, the
Board of Equalization, appointed by you, herewith submits its report to the

City Council after completion of the Board's work on the tax rolls of the City
for the year 1960, except for the School Districts outside the city limits.

"The Board of Equalization met for business on July 18, 1960. Our meetings
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have always begun on time with every Board member present. Approximately 361
protests covering 595 tox iltems were heard by the Board. AdjJustments: were made
where, in the opinion of the Board, such changes were necessary to properly eva-
luate the property and conform to the policy of seeing that all tax assessments
wvere wmiform and equel as provided by law.

"During the entire session we have enjoyed the splerdid cooperation of the mem-
bers of the Tax Department. In our opinion, the City has an efficlent and well
organized Tax Department, so vital to the interests of all citizens, and oftem
80 little apprecilated.

"The majority appearing before the Board came with expectation of receiving tax
reductions. In & friendly manner they were told of the increasing demands of
our rapidly growing city and that all must be equslly taxed on the basis of their
holdings. While some were Justified In seeking reductions, others requested
individual reductions which had no merit and c¢could not be granted. Usually
explanations were taken in good spirit and they departed feeling that Justice
and equalization in all tax matters is the proper policy to pursue.

"The Board of Equalization has completed its work of hearlng appeals withln the
limits of the City of Austlin.

The City Attorney read a letter from MR. GORDON, Missouri Paclfic Rail-
road. The Mayor stated a meeting would be called next week to discuss the
Boulevard plans with Mr. Gordon.

The Director ofAviation displayed semples of furnishings for the new
Alrport Terminal,

The Council discussed the permitting of plaques at the Auditorium upon
request of various organizations, and agreed that these plaques might be placed
in e comittee room, and might contain phrases of thelr purpose, but none should
ever have anything on them pertaining to the operation of the Auditorlum--only
honoring a particular cultursl, beneficiel, educational, soclal, or commerclal
group, or the like. The Councll agreed that each orgesnization requesting
plaques submit a fully scal2d model for Council approval.

MAYOR MILLER outlined a proposal of MR. BASCOM GILES for the city's
taking over e lease he had on the river, for the remaining term of 42 years.
Members of the Council stated at this time the City would not have any use for
the property.

The Assistant City Manager submitted a revised recammendation for the
employeces insurance--that increased coverasge on employees be made effective
October 1, 1960, by raising the room coverage from $7 to $9 per day for employees
only; and raise surgery moximum rate from $225 to $2L0 for employees. For in-
creased dependents! coverage, it was recommended that a coammittee be appointed
to study this coverage, and the Council decide whether or not the dependents
should carry the increase or how much. He stated the $35,000 earned credits
would be returned to the Company which will pay 33% interest. Councilman Palmer
stated he would favor this recormendation provided the company would reduce the
service charge to 7%%. After discussion, Councilman Palmer moved that the City
Manager be authorized to effect the changes as outlined. The motlon, seconded
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. hearing on the Budget, and noted there were not many cltizens outside of the

At 3:00 P.M. the Council resumed its business.
The Mayor announced that this was a scheduled meeting to have e public

Friends of the Library, and some members of the Planning Commission present.
A few students from the Jonrnalism Department were present; also MR. E. G.
CABINESS who made inquiries from time to time.

The City Manager stated the Budget was filed on August Jlet. He discusseJ
the general statements in the Budget. The Council then went into detalls of the
accounts of the various departments. Councilman White made specific inquiries
sbout increase of personnel in the individunl departments. He also referred to
the Utility Section, Page 109, pertaining to Engineering Contract, $5,000;
Structures & Improvements, $141,000; Boiler Flant Equipment $224,000; and
Miscellaneous Flant Equirment, $60,000; totslling $430,000. The Director of
Utilities replied that this was for the old plant, es the old bollers would
have to be replaced. The City Manager stated the dboilers could not now be
used with the 0ld generators; end if these generastors were used, it would be
necessary to have new boilers. The Director of Utilities sald the insurance
company would not let these bollers be operated now. The City Manager sald
there was a possibility of selling the 0ld gencrators. Councilman White stated
that even if the old generators were not sold, they would not be needed for a
while. The Director of Utilities stated that at the time the budget was being
prepared, the new contract with the L.C.R.A. had not been drawn up. He recom-
mended that all of the old equiment in the old plant be sold. Councilman
Palmer suggested that the item be left in the Budget. The City Manager sald
that this money would not be spent without his coming back to the Council for
sauthority.

MR. CABINESS stated it was amazing so few citizens came to take part in
this Pudget discuasion, and that theMayor, Council, and City Manager should be
cormended for the manner in which they had gone into this matter. Coumelilman
Bechtol discussed the steady increase in the Library Budget.

The ordinance was read the first time and Councilman Palmer moved that
the rule be suspended end the ordinance passed to its second reading. The
motion, seconded by Councilman Perry, carried by the following vote:
